Thompson, 33, dur- 
ing an exclusive interview with 
The Associated Press shortly be- 
fore hc svas informed he had been 
fired from his $73-a-weck job.

Friday al lhc drug store 
where he was an assistant soda 
founlain manager.

day because "hc didn'l cul Ihe 
mustard." 


Thompson's son, G r e g o r y , 


slipped unnoticed into the school 
Friday but was greeted by yells 
of "traitor" from women demon- 
stralors when hc lefl later accom- 
pmiicd by a federal marshal.

ing in eastern New Orleans since 
a day or Iwo after lokcn integra- 
tion began lasl Nov. U. Only 
three Negro girls have attended 
McDonogh classes. 


The presence of lhc youngster 


set the stage for new tension in 
troubled New Orleans. The ten- 
sion is expected to increase if 
^pmpson goes ahead wilh plans 
to re-enter another son, now ill, 
in McDonogh Monday.

"I was raised a a segregation- 


ist," Thompson said, "but I've a 
mind of my own. I lived with Ne- 
groes in Ihe service (Army) and 
I know that no black rubbed off 
'on mc. I know integration has got 
lo come and llicre's no use trying 
to live like a hundred years ago."

One man 
killed an alligator 1-1 feet long in 
his cotton field. The old 'gator 
opened his mouth to fight and Ihe 
man ran a shot, gun in it to keep 
it open. When the alligator closed 
his jaws, he bent the gun barrel 
as if il, had been tin. No wonder 
the alligator has been dubbed the 
"Monarch of the Swamps." 


One of the peculiar aspects of 


Grassy Lake is the absence of 
overhead or tree moss. But an 
estimated nine-tenths of the 21)00 
acre lake, one of the largest na- 
turally formed lakes in the stale, 
has moss growing to the surface 
of the water.
